One of the conditions ordered 
by Judge W etter was that 
Bateman serve six months in the 
county jail, and another was 
that he make restitution for the 
forged money order.

the river by Diamond National 
Corp. The open meeting held in 
the Red Bluff City Council 
chambers, was well attended.

Famed Bebe Daniels 
Silent Film Star 
Succumbs At 70 


LONDON

— 
Bebe 
Daniels, 
one of Hollywood’s 
brightest stars in silent films 
and the early talkies, died early 
today at her home in London. 
She was 70. 
Miss Daniels had lived in 
seclusion with her husband, 
actor Ben Lyon, since suffering 
a stroke in 1963. She suffered 
another in November, developed 
pneumonia and only recently 
was returned to her apartment 
in London. 


While no official action was 
taken at the meeting, chairman 
Daniel Frost said all complaints 
and evidence presented would 
be taken into consideration by 
the Water Quality Control Board 
at a future meeting.

river. They expressed fear that 
effluent might endanger the 
m ulti-million 
dollar 
fish 
spawning facilities a t 
the 
diversion dam, which is ex­ 


pected to go into operation next 
year. 
Bedson said that his plant with 
the cooperation of the Water 
Quality Control Board, and U.S. 
Geological Survey, conducted a 
dye tracer study in March, 1969, 
to determine the then existing 
dispersion 
of 
Diamond’s 
discharge into the river. He said 
it was conculded that it would be 
desirable to move the outfall 
line, and that Diamond moved 
it. 
The new 1,500 foot outfall line 
carries the discharge to a point

Nation’s Economy Sagging Pace 
Sets Back Quick Recovery Hopes

WASHINGTON (AP) —After 
hiding it for two straight 
months, the nation’s economy 
has again displayed its sagging 
pace, setting back the Nixon 
adm inistration’s hopes of a 
quick recovery. 
The Federal Reserve Board 
delivered the bad news to the 
a d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
Monday, 
reporting its key industrial 
production index fell four-tenths 
of 1 per cent in January. 
The decline followed two 
consecutive monthly advances 
in factory output, when the 


economy rebounded from last 
fall’s General Motors’ strike. 
But the snapback was not 
nearly as strong as the ad­ 
ministration had hoped, and the 
February tum ble in output 
showed Nixon has far to go in 
getting the economy moving 
again. 
The drop disclosed continuing 
weakness in the economy, 
reluctance of big business to 
invest in more production and 
consumer hesitation to spend 
savings. 
Nixon has pledged a good year 
for the economy in 1971 and has 


turned to deficit spending and 
easier money policies to make it 
go. 
The slackness of the economy 
also partly explains the rapid 
decline in interest rates, with 
corporate demands for loans at 
a relatively low level with 
money plentiful. 
All the evidence won’t be in 
until the government announces 
next month the total output of 
goods anu services for January, 
February and March. But the 
drop in industrial production for 
February left little to cheer 
about for now. 


Congress Seeks W ay 
To Boost Income

— 
Congress sought ways around its 
own rules today to speed 
enactment of an income boost 
for 26 million Social Security 
beneficiaries — and also to 
make sure the government’s 
bills are paid on time. 
Legislation approved Monday 
by Senate-House conferees 
consists of two bills spliced 
together. 
One provides an across the 
board 10 per cent increase in 
Social 
Security 
benefits, 
retroactive to Jan. 1. 
The other increases 
the 
national debt ceiling from $395 
billion to $430 billion. 


With 
the 
debt 
now 
ap­ 
proaching the present ceiling, 
T reasury 
sources 
say 
the 
nation’s bill-payers may be in 
trouble before the week is out 
unless their borrowing authority 
is increased. 


But House action has been 
hung up on rules providing that 
compromise legislation may not 
be acted on until three days 
after the conferee’s report is 
printed. This would put off 
action until Friday.

‘Biggest Thing Since Crabgrass' 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — In- 
struction on the prevention and 
cure of venereal disease should 
be m andatory in California 
public schools, says Assem­ 
blywoman M arch Fong, D- 
Oakland. 
“VD is the biggest thing to hit 
the suburbs since crabgrass,’’ 
she said, “and yet we have done 
less to control the spread of VD 
than we have done to control 


common weeds that afflict 
lawns.” 
She introduced a bill Monday 
to require the classes. 
“We have hidden from our 
responsibility to talk to young 
people frankly and openly about 
VD,” she 
said. 
‘‘By 
em ­ 
barrassed silence and inaction 
we have allowed venereal 
disease to reach epidemic 
proportions in our state.” 


South Vietnamese 
Continue To Pull Out 
Of Laos Sepone Area

— 
South 
Vietnamese troops continued to 
withdraw from the Sepone area 
of Laos today under heavy 
enemy pressure, abandoning 
another firebase when it ran out 
of ammunition, according to 
reports from the northern front. 
The south Vietnamese fled 
from Firebase Lolo, nine miles 
southeast of Sepone, because 
U.S. helicopters couldn’t get 
through the hail of North 
Vietnamese antiaircraft fire to 
bring them artillery shells. 
About 1,500 men of the 1st 
Infantry Division pulled out of 
Lolo Monday night and made a 
night march to Landing Zone 
Brown, another South Viet­ 
namese base five miles to the 
east. 
The South Vietnamese spiked 
their artillery pieces and left 
them behind. Immediately after 
the 
w ithdraw al, 
U.S. 
B52 
bombers attacked the base and 
the area around it. 
The 
South 
V ietnam ese 
Command in Saigon refused to 
admit the withdrawal. “South 
Vietnamese forces still hold Fire 
Support Base Lolo,” said a 
spokesman, Lt. Col. Le Trung 
Hien. “We will not comment on 
press reports.”

“This project, which is also 
being conducted in six other 
counties in this area, will allow 
local health planning councils to 
set priorities or health needs and 
sharpen and focus of health 
planning in the next few years,” 
Mrs. Lindauer explains. 
Drawing a sample from a 
random selection of household 


addresses in the county, the 
Council will instruct volunteers 
to approach only those homes 
which are listed in their survey 
kits. In order to ensure con­ 
fidentiality, names will not be 
used or recorded during the 
survey. The interviews, which 
will take about 20 minutes each, 
will be recorded on question­ 
naire forms. Results of the 
forms will be determined by the 
Computer Center at Chico State 
College. 
“Since the Councils expect to 
conduct more than 3,000 in­ 
terviews in this survey, we 
couldn’t begin to hand-tabulate 
the results,” Mrs. 
Lindauer 
adds. “The survey form has 
been written to make it as easy 
as possible for volunteers to 
record their answers, and for 
our Councils to interpret the 
results.” 
The local Council is presently 
seeking volunteers to assist in 
the project. An introductory 
meeting was held this morning 
in the the parish hall of St. 
Peter’s Episcopal Church, Elm 
& Jefferson Streets in Red Bluff. 
“Because the survey is a 
community project, we are 
especially hopeful that mem­ 
bers of community groups and 
organizations will join with us in 
conducting this survey,” Mrs.

WASHINGTON — The South 
Vietnamese invaders should pull 
out of Laos during the May to 
September wet season while the 
Ho Chi Minh trail system is 
impassable. They may return 
during the next dry season, 
however, to tie another tour­ 
niquet on the North Vietnamese 
supply line. 
But next time, they should be 
able to drive into Laos without 
American air support. Already, 
the South Vietnamese are flying 
75 per cent of their own air 
missions in the Laos operation. 


All this has been indicated, if 
not stated flatly, by Admiral 
Thom as M oorer. 
the Joint 
C hiefs’ ch a irm a n , at secret 
White House briefings. He has 
been summoned to the White 
House repeatedly to describe the 
action 
in 
Indochina 
for 
presidential groups. Usually he 
is accompanied by a Marine 
aide carrying classified maps 
with reddish arrows showing 
where the fighting is taking 
place. 
Moorer has never been more 
optimistic than he was last week 
at the se c re t 
briefing 
for 
R e p u b lic a n 
c o n g re ssio n a l 
leaders. He pointed out on three 
classified m aps how the South 
Vietnamese are pressing the 
fight in T aos and Cambodia. 
Then he passed around a blow­ 
up of the Ho Chi Minh trail area 
to show how rugged the terrain 
is. 
At one point, President Nixon 
interrupted to ask Moorer to 
emphasize how well the South 


Vietnamese are doing. 
“Tom .” said the President, 
“discuss the success of the 
ARVN in Laos.” 
“The ARVN have got the best 
of most operations in both Laos 
and 
C am bodia.” 
replied 
M oorer. 
He reg ard ed both 
campaigns, he said, as “quite 
successful.” 


ROSY REPORT 
As evidence, he quoted some 
com parative figures. Up to the 
week of the briefing, he said, 
only 47 helicopters had been lost 
in Laos. This com pared to 87 lost 
during the Cambodian incursion 
and 85 lost during the Tet of­ 
fensive. 
These figures covered actual 
helicopter losses, he explained, 
not helicopters that had been 
downed and recovered. He 
added that 85 pe? cent of the 
helicopter crew s had been 
rescued in Laos. 
Since October, the Admiral 
went on, the North Vietnamese 
had lost 93 tanks and the South 
Vietnamese only eight tanks. He 
claimed the North Vietnamese 
had lost a total of 3,000 trucks on 
the Ho Chi Minh trail network 
over the years. Of these, he said. 
125 had been destroyed the 
previous week. 
He obviously was pleased over 
the drive into the Ho Chi Minh 
trail complex which, he said, 
had been an enemy sanctuary 
since May, 1959. As a rem inder 
of this date, he said, the complex 
was known inside the Pentagon 
as the 5-59 group. 
President 
Nixon 
also 
was 
pleased. “We are keeping our 


promises,” he told the GOP 
leaders earnestly. “ There are no 
A m erican ground forces in 
either of these countries, (Laos, 
Cambodia) and our withdrawals 
a re 
going 
according 
to 
schedule.” 
But as we reported in an 
earlier column, 
the military 
reports and the optim istic 
responses sound like a replay of 
1966. “ The w a r,” P resid en t 
Johnson happily told an aide in 
those days, “should be over in 
1967.”

you, started it all, and have 
dealt W estern Society such 
heavy blows that it will be a 
century in recovering, if, in fact, 
it ever does. 
“These men are not innocents 
— 
they 
a re 
sophisticated 
scoundrels capable of the most 
swinish behavior and their in­ 
fluence poisoned the head­ 
waters of the Sixties and we now 
see that trickling stream of 
history 
as it g ath ers and 
* deepens and broadens and rolls 
its mighty tides of drugs and 
antinom ian 
attitu d e s, 
now 
| already engulfing what rem ains 
, .. of civilization in a few walled 
1 towns . . . . What I am sending 


you is an historic document.’ 
Because my friend believes, 
after all is said and drne, in the 
virtue of moderation, he adds 
the P.S., “There are northwest 
winds today, and the horses are 
restless — also my 51st birthday 
— tomorrow will be better.” 
Well, I have read all 30,000 
words, and I also hope that 
tomorrow will be better, having 
no alternative: 
despair is a 
mortal sin. Despair is very 
nearly what the reading of this 
gargantuan interview brings to 
you. 
What was Lennon’s point in 
granting the interview? He had 
a minor and m ajor point to 
make, respectively to promote 
an upcoming album, and to talk 
about himself. Several times, 
with his complete approval, he 
refers 
to 
him self 
as 
an 
egomaniac, a frailty a great 
many people have: but not all of 
those who have it, have the 
com plem entary 
failing 
of 
supposing that that part of the 
world (always a majority) that 
fails to interrupt all other ac­ 
tivity in order to give itself over 
to the veneration of you is a) 
phillistine, b) ungrateful, c) is 
wasting its time. 
Lennon manages to convey 
these conclusions, which could 


have been done much more 
econom ically 
if 
he 
had 
eliminated as redundant say 
every other use of his favorite 
obscenity, which makes him 
sound ,like a 
musician who 
cannot graduate beyond the use 
of the two-four beat. 
It is rem arkable to achieve in 
combination what Mr. Lennon 
manages to do here, namely a) 
to demonstrate how he laid 
waste his life during the 1960’s, 
and b) to proclaim so apodic- 
tically on how others should 
govern their 
lives: 
(recipe: 
adore 
lennon, 
and 
(favorite 
verb) your neighbor.) 
By his own admission Lennon 
w as never happy with the 
Beatles. 1) He greatly distrusted 
P au l,

he

satellize the other Beatles; 2) to 
have joined the Beatles was in 
any case an artistic cop-out; 3) 
he was victimized by a suc­

Economic Picture Dim, Fuzzy

I t’s as if the projection 
equipment were being operated 
on reduced power, dimming the 
picture on the screen, fuzzing 
the images and making the 
action to appear in slow motion. 
This 
situ atio n , 
com m on 
enough for oldtime moviegoers 
to rem em ber well, is somewhat 
analogous 
to 
the econom y 
today: 
The 
script 
calls 
for 
vigorous activity but the drowsy 
scene unfolding would put the 
audience to sleep if it weren’t so 
upset. 
What happened to the power? 
Ask the consumer, because he’s 
the one who was supposed to 
supply it, and he still might. 


So you ask him w hat’s the 
m atter, and he replies that 
certainly he would kick up his 
heels and spend some of those 
savings he built up over the past 
year if he were certain about the 
future, especially as it concerns 
his own income. 
And there you have another of 
those enig m as that plague 
planners. They are relying on 
the consumer to supply power to 
the economy, but the consumer 
is sitting back, building his 
energy perhaps, but not using 
much of it. 
Only too recently he tried 
leading the way, taking the 
in itiativ e and ch artin g the 
course, and he quickly found 
himself enm eshed in a tangle of 
inflation, like barbed wire laid 
for an enemy. He is not in an 
expansive mood. 
He is. to put it another way, 


still seeking big wage increases 
for himself but he isn’t spending 
proportionately. 
An editorial in the American 
Banker phrases the situation 
this way: 
“Since most economists agree 
that the consumer holds the key 
to the economy of 1971, the latest 
manifestation of apathy comes 
as an extension of d isa p ­ 
pointm ent, although by no 
means a surprise.” 
To a large degree, the apathy 
of the consumer is directly 
related to an apathetic response 
throughout the economy. The 
statistical evidence reveals that 
prices, wages, unemployment 
and so on remain poor, despite 
Washington programs. 
Inflation, though receding, 
still exists at an annual rate of 
between three and four per cent, 
as measured by the Consumer 
P rice Index. Joblessness is 
down to 5.8 per cent but only 
because 
few er 
people 
are 
seeking work. Wage demands 
have hardly come down at all. 
The 
sluggish 
response 
p resents m yriad 
problem s, 
some of them attended by huge 


consequences, not the least of 
them being the fate of existing 
econom ic 
policy 
and 
the 
reelection hopes of President 
Nixon. 


The economic issue played a 
m uch 
larg er 
role 
in 
last 
November's elections than had 
been foreseen by Republicans, 
but some Democrats were slow 
to realize its importance. Now 
they are ready to take ad­ 
vantage of it. 


A nother consequence con­ 
cerns the stock m arket, which 
rests on an advance of 40 per 
cent since last fall, one of the 
sh arpest recoveries of the 
century. Some analysts now 
question whether the gains can 
be maintained. 


The discussion about stocks 
involves the 
disproportionate 
increase in prices when related 
to gains in consumer confidence. 
Either stock prices come down, 
it is argued, or confidence must 
be built higher. 
Somebody has got to find out 
where the short circuit is, and 
right now the finger is pointing 
at the consumer.

Plan To Ease 
Doctor Shortage

Two 
Wayne State University medical 
students have a two-way plan 
for easing the sh o rtag e of 
doctors in sm all towns. 
Under the plan, developed by 
th ird -y ear 
stu d en ts 
Sol 
Edelstein and Douglas Jackson, 
a community would pay for the 
cost of a student’s training. 
In exchange, the student 
would contract to practice in the 
community for a tim e following 
his graduation. 
Edelstein and Jackson say 
this would solve two problems: 
the reluctance of m edical men to 
accept the relatively low income 
from practice in sm all com­ 
munities, and the high cost of 
getting a medical education. 
Edelstein said his real hope is 
that the doctors will find their 
experiences so rewarding that 
they will decide to take up 
perm anent practice in the small 
towns. 
He said about 40 students have 
shown interest in the program. 
The Michigan Health Council 
says it has received requests 
from Michigan cities for 174 
general practitioners and 90 
specialists. 
The council 
also 
estim ates the state needs 600 
family 
physicians 
and 
1,400 
specialists. 
Complicating 
the 
situation, 
the state Selective Service office 
has issued a draft call for 61 
medical doctors by July 1. 
Together with the 200 to 250 
medical 
school 
students 
ex­ 
pected to volunteer for military 
service this year, the armed 
forces will claim nearly all of 
the 325 spring graduates of the 
Wayne State and University of 
Michigan medical schools.

Corning 
High 
School’s 
perennial track and field power 
will be joined by Red Bluff 
tomorrow when the Cardinals 
travel to Anderson for both 
team ’s first competition of the 
1971 season. The double-dual 
meet will begin at 3:30 p.m. 
Coach Gary Burton, who has 
helped to build a rich heritage in 
the sport at Corning, is hurting 
in some areas on his varsity 
team, but the Cardinals still 
have enough horses, it appears, 
to continue their dominance in 
this sport in this part of the 
state. 
Burton is loaded in the shot 
put, pole vault, high jum p and 
hurdles, and w ill probably 
sw eep those events against 
many schools. 
His concern comes in the 
sprints, where he’ll be without 
last year’s star—Steve Linnett. 
Linnett was the Cards’ top 100 
and

Cardinals’ 440-relay team. 
But last fall he transferred to 
Orland, leaving a void in that 
area. “You just don’t get a top- 
class sprinter everyday,” said 
Burton. 
But the Corning team , if it 
develops the way Burton thinks 
it will, should have no trouble 
defending its title in the West- 
side League meet, a cham ­ 
pionship the school has won five 
years in a row. To show the 
dominance the Cards enjoy, his 
junior varsity squad has won 
three of the last five circuit 
meets, the freshm en six in a 
row. 


Leading Coming’s strongest 
event—the shot put— will be 
John Wilson. Wilson has been 
flirting with 50 feet in practice 
this spring and Burton says he 
has a good chance at the oldest 
record in the books, Ray Har­ 
den’s 53-foot standard set in 
1963. 
Backing 
him 
up 
are 
two 
juniors, Randy Potter and Allen 
Staheli, who will both be over 
the 45-foot barrier. 
As it turns out, Wilson is also 
Coming’s best sprinter, with the 
5-foot-lO, 180-pounder expected 
to be around the 10.5 figure in 
the century early. 
In the pole vault, Ralph Rath 
has topped 12-foot-3 in practice, 
closely followed by Rod Drake 
and Larry Kern, both around 12 
feet. 
Both Rath and Kern will also 
see duty in other events, with 
Rath dropping from a miler to 
the school’s best 440 man, and 
Drake joining a good high jump 
field. 
C om ing’s “ iro n m an ” Rick 
Jones leads that field, with a 
best of about 6 feet in practice, 
closely followed by Drake at 5- 
foot-10 and John Panko at the 
same height. 
In the hurdles, Jones may 
again lead the field, closely 
followed by P au l B ourget. 
Speedy Chuck Ellis will be up 
close in the lows. 
The ever-present Jones shows 
up to lead the long jump field, 
with he and team m ate Bourget 
both around 18-6 and expected to 
leap 20 feet before the season is 
over.

Conservative Senator 
Quits As Chairman 
Of Republican Caucus

SACRAMENTO (AP) — A 
c o n s e r v a tiv e 
S o u th e r n 
California senator has quit as 
Senate 
Republican 
Caucus 
chairm an after the 
group 
decided not to take a position on 
the planned scrapping of the 
Senate’s UnAmerican activities 
committee. 
Sen. H. L. Richardson, a 1970 
member of the com m ittee, 
emerged unsmiling from an 
hour-long 
caucus 
meeting 
Thursday afternoon and an­ 
nounced to newsmen: “I have 
resigned as caucus chairman.” 
He said one reason for his 
surprise resignation as the 
upper 
house’s 
top 
GOP 
spokesman was the failure of the 
caucus to make a “positive 
statement” on Senate president 
pro tern James Mills’ plans to 
abolish the committee. 
He said he also quit “as a 
matter of conscience” because 
he plans to oppose parts of 
Republican 
Gov. 
R eagan’s 
welfare reform plan, introduced 
earlier in the day by Sen. Clair 
Burgener, R-San Diego. 
“I’m not at all pleased with 
parts of the governor’s welfare 
program and I intend to speak 


out against it,” he said. He 
mentioned no specifics. 
Sen. Fred Marler, the GOP 
floor leader, said he would take 
over the work of the caucus 
chairm anship 
— 
which 
Richardson held since 1969 — 
until a new leader is chosen. 


M arler, 
R-Redding, 
said 
“ there 
was 
substantial 
discussion” on the un-American 
activities committee which has 
served 
as 
watchdog 
over 
Communists and subversives 
since 1941. 
He said some senators agreed 
that “ this is exactly the wrong 
time to abolish the committee 
with the rise in bombings. . . 
undercover revolutionary ac­ 
tivity and threats of political 
kidnapings.” 


But Marler said the caucus 
decided “it is not now a firm 
political issue” and the Senate 
Rules Committee should have a 
chance to deal with the issue 
first. 
The Rules Committee, headed 
by Mills and dominated by 
Democrats 3-2, would decide 
whether to let the un-American 
activities committee die as Mills 
proposes.

WASHINGTON (AP) — U. S. 
intelligence sources say China is 
trying to lease port facilities in 
Ceylon, which could give Peking 
a strategic toehold in the Indian 
Ocean. 
The Red Chinese want a new 
port at Trincomalee to service 
naval and merchant ships, these 
sources say. 
Intelligence analysts expect 
the Ceylonese government will 
be receptive to the Chinese 
overtures, though favoring an 
arrangement that would limit 
port use to merchant craft. 


This report coincides with 
other intelligence information 
that the Chinese have converted 
a 12,000 ton cargo vessel into a 
missile tracking ship. 


American officials interpret 
deployment of the tracking ship 
as indicating Peking may be 
near its long awaited first full 
test of an intercontinental 
ballistic missile, using the far 
reaches of the Indian Ocean as a 
test range. 
Already concerned about 
Soviet penetration of the Indian 
Ocean, U. S. strategists now see 
the possibility of the other 
Communist superpower moving 
into an area once dominated by 
the B ritish Navy but now 
without any major Western 
military presence.

Police Lineup

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Tradition-loving San Francisco 
may have scarcely noticed, but 
the last shadow of a 60-year-old 
institution has flickered out. The 
police lineup, made famous by 
television, is no more. 
“It wasn’t worth the time,” 
said Capt. Charles Barca, chief 
of inspectors, who called it off. 
Actually, the lineup hasn’t 
been a lineup for the past four 
years. As a result of a Supreme 
Court decision, it was reduced to 
a slide show. 
But when it was alive, it was 
rated the best show in town. 
Each morning, arrested men 
and women were paraded on a 
brightly lit stage while officers 
and crime victims watched from 
a darkened auditorium. 
A 
police

of 
ceremonies” engaged in lively 
repartee with the prisoners. 
Many an identification was 
made, and many a police in­ 
spector memorized mannerisms 
and appearances for future 
reference. 
Begun shortly after the 1906 
earthquake, it was first called 
“The Showup.” 
A 
television drama called 
“The Lineup” was based upon 
its real-life incidents. Starting in 
the early 50’s and starring 
Warren Anderson, it was the 
first of the 
now 
plentiful 
“police” shows and is still en­ 
joying reruns.

Murray said.

withdrawal from the West Bank 
of Jordan River has stirred up 
one of Israel’s most painful 
issues. 


Because of her interview with 
the Times of London , Mrs. Meir 
faces a no-confidence motion in 
parliament and the religious 
party in her coalition cabinet 
also is up in arms. 


Throughout the country, those 
for and against withdrawal are 
readying their placards and 
oratory for the demonstrations 
that are sure to come. 


The mention of retreat from 
Occupied Jordan has aroused 
debate far louder than 
the 
question of pulling out of 
E gypt’s Sinai D esert. The 
reasons are political 
reasons. 
First, there are the strategic 
facts. The West Bank, captured 
in the 1967 war, puts a sizable 
distance 
between 
Isra e l’s 
populous coastal strip and the 
Arab guerrillas in Jordan. 
Mrs. Meir told the British 
interviewer that she envisioned 
withdrawal from the West Bank 
territory but with the Israelis 
holding on to a belt of para­ 
military settlements along the 
river to guard against hostile 
Arab incursions.
